THE ENEMY OF TRAITORS AND COWARDS. 


We present this week a picture of Gen. 
JOHN A. 10GAN, United Senator from 
Iilinois, and candidate for the Repudlican 
Presidential nomination at Chicago in 
June next. He is the man above all 
others who should receive the support of 
the colored delegates to the nominating 
convention. Bora of humble parentage 
and reared in unpretentious style, he has 
had an opportunity to see and know the 
wats of the poor to whom he never fails 
to respond in the most substantial way. He 
is fifty-eight years old, and so well pre- 
served as to appear not more than forty- 
five. His early life was spent in the back 
woods of [Dlinois, and was uneventful 
until the breaking out of the Mexica 
war, when that patriotic and brave spirit 
for which he is so characteristic rose in 
his bosom and he enlisted for his country's 
cause. He served bravely and with de- 
stinction, and when the war closed had 
been promoted toa lieutenancy. He after- 
wards studied law and was admitted to 
practice. Entering the field of politics 
about the same time he was shortly after 
elected district attorney of his county. 
He was elected to Cengress in 1858 and 
remained there till the beginning of the 
civil war when he resigned his seat, went 
home to Illinois and raised a regimeut of 
volunteers and went to the front as Cuolone!) 
of the Thirty-first Illinois Ivfantry. His 
first fight at Belmout, Mo., where he dis- 
tinguished himself by leading a gallant 
charge which saved his brigade from being 
cut off from all transports. It was in this 
battle he had his horse shot under him. 
He and his regiment were next engaged 
away for dead. He recovered, however, 
and for his bravery in this fight was pro- 
moted to Brigadier General on General 
McPherson’s staff. After this he partici- 
pated in the engauements at Port Gibson, 
Vicksburg, Resaca, Dallas, (where he was 

in wounded in the leit arm, but never 
left the field,) Kenesaw Mountain, At- 
lanta, and many other places, where much 
hard fighting was done, but not made 
prominent.in history. At Atlanta after 
Gen. McPherson, commander of the Army 
of the Tennessee had been shot down 
at his side, Gen. Logan took command 
and here showed bravery aud skill in 
manceuvering men that was hardly 
equalled during the whole civil war. Un- 
der his rallying ery at the head of its 
columns the Army of the Tennessee bore 
itself more bravely than the ten thouaand 
Greeks. Brave and ferocious a lion in time 
of war, yet as gentle and compassionate 
as woman in time of peace; a hard fighter 
of soldiers on the battle field, but the 
greatest guardian of their interests in civil 
life the world has yet seen. So kind and 
yet so brave was he during the war that 
the soldiers of his command presented 
bim with a gold medal for gallantry in 
nine dfferent engagements which he wears 
to this day. 

After the war Gen. Logan returned 
home bearing the wounds and scars of 
many a hard fought battle, but carrying 
at the same time all the honors and glory 
that a brave soldier could win; and Iili- 
nois, feeling justly proud of ber most val- 
iant son, elected him Congressman-at- 
large to the Fortieth Congress. He took 
his seat as a black republican and ever 
has been from that day to this. In the 
days of reconstruction when party feel- 
ing was at its highest pitch, Logan could 
Always be found with the ultra wing of 
the party fighting for the protection and 
enfrauchisement of the Negro in the great 
reorganization of the Union. Then it was

in baving those humane pension laws en- 
acted in their behalf. 

On the question of the eidfranchisement 
of the Negro bo mab was more pronounced 
in its favor. He kuew that the right to 
vote was a privilege which every American 
freeman was eutitlhd to enjoy, and in- 
sisted with all the power and fervor of his 
eloquence that under the Constitution of 
the United States every man, “* without 
regard to race, color og previous condition 
of servitude ” should enjoy it. 

When the question of the poiltical 
rights of the Negro came up in, Congress 
he Was not found the laggard but took his 
place with the formost advocates of that 


cause and did yeoman service for the en- 
ve as wwutd prace ttre 


Negro upon an equal political fvoting 
with the white man. 

On the question of the civil rights of 
the Negro Senator Logan is as much pro 
nouuced as the most ardent of ite advocates 
asall his speeches on that much depated sub- 
ject wellattest. The colored people will ever 
gratefully remember his untiring zeal and 
famous speeches in behalf of the admission of 
Hon. P. B.S. Pinchback to the United States 
Senate. He stood firm for his admission 
while other milk and water republicans, some 
of whom are now Presidential aspirants, spoke 
and voted against him, 

The southern outrages have startled the en- 
tire country and ealled forth the sentiments 
of all men as to whether the honest convic- 
tions manare to be stifled by shot-cuns 
and rifles in the Southern States. Gen. Logan 
is @ man, who, if he were president, would not 
allow dozens of Negros to be slaughtered and 
offered up to the Democrats as a holocaust for 
the sins of the Repubilecan party.

He said that it is the desire of the 
West, South and part of the East, 
that the brilliant and able Senator 
from Illinois, should be nominated 
by the convention for President. 


the convention, bundreds of letters 
have been received by delegutes, 
from old soldiers of their respect- 
ive states, asking that their votes 
be cast for the soldier’s friend.

INTERESTING -EXERCISES, 

SPEECHES BY REV. W. H. DRAPER, 

REV. N. M. CARROLL AND OTHERS. 
THE PASTOR RECEIVS A PRESENT 


EXCELLENT SINGING BY THE 
CHOIR. MISS A. ¥. MCCABE 


AND MADAME DAVIS CAR- 
RIED OFF THE LAURELS. 


The Asbury M. E. Church, at 
the corner of 11th and K streets, 
on Monday evening, was crowded 
to its fullest extent. There was 
not standing room In the cburch. 
The occasion was a Centennial 
Official Reception tendered to the 
official members of the church. 
rhe novelty of the oceasion was 
the presence of persons from the 
age of five toone hundred. There 
were present aged persons who 
were brought up in the church, 
and have been strict members 
from its foundation. At the ap- 
pointed hour, Miss Estelle V. 
Wood, an accomplished pianist, 
played artistically, an organ solo. 
After which Rev. W.H. Draper 
wus introduced asthe master of 
ceremonies, followed with an an- 
them by the choir, entitled, “Great 
isthe Lord, and greatly to be 
praised.” Rev. W. H. Brooks, of 
the 19th street Baptist Church, of- 
fered a prayer, in an eloquent and 
impressive ‘manner. The master 
of ceremonies Dr. Draper, made 
the following address: 


“Will the Pastor and official members of 
Asbury Methodist Episcopal Charch, allow 
me to say to their members, and the numer- 
ous friends of the said church, that! highly 
appreciate the manner in which they propose 
to celebrate another years’ consumation of 
efforts upon the part of the officers and people 
for the glory of God and the Salvation of men, 

Also, that we the spiritual children of the 
benefactors of Methodism, shouid rejoice to 
know that it is not only our distinguished 
privilege, but our indispensible duties, to pre. 
pare ourears to hear. and our hearts to re- 
ceive the wonderful and glorious reports that 
shall come to us from the contemplated cele- 
bration of the origin, battles, privations, uni- 
versality and triumphs, of a hundred years’ 
of methodiam, which has resulted in spread- 
ing scriptural holiness, and a love tor Christ 
among allthe known nations of the earth.—= 


At the conclusion of his addréss 


the Rev. N. M. Carroll, pastor of 
Asbury Church, was introduced 
and made a logical and beneficial 
adddess. Ilis subject was a“ hun- 
dred years of Methodism,” 
Rev, Carroll, reviewed its doctrine 
from its incipiency. He began by 
reciting the 133rd Psalm, “Behold 
how good and how pleasant it is 
for bretheren to dwell together in 
unity;” he said, it is like the prec- 
ious liniment upon the head, that 
ran down upon the bread, even 
Aarvn’s bread, that went down to 
the skirts of his garments. He paid 
an excellent tribute to the patriots 
The Dr. ascended to an eloquent 
key and pruclaim liberty through— 
out the land. The emancipation 
of the serfs, the striking of mana- 
cles from millions of slaves, and 
turning them from chattels into 
citizens, was but an outline of the 
progress of civilization. Liberty 
has given the world an example of 
a free church 1n a free state. The 
rise of methodism, he said, was 
organized in London, Oct. Ist 
1739. Centuries before a set of 
physicians had been called metho- 
dists. I findin the phrase, new 
methodists, Mr. Wesley, the found- 
er of the institution, was born 
June 14th 1703, in the parish of 
Epworth, London. He spoke of 
the many important positions 
Wesley held, and said that he 
preached 42,400 sermons, over 15 
per week, and published in addi- 
tion to his own, prose produ-tions,

“DEADLY FIRE DAMP. 


Terrible Explosion in a Pennsyl- 
vania Mine 


Nineteen Bodies Brought to the Sur-~ 
face—Fearful Scenes. 


The little village of West Leisenring, four 
miles north of Uniontown, Penn., was tre 
otber morning the scene of the m st terrific 
expk sion ever known in that region. Ths 
Connelisville Coal and Iron com-any, of, 
which Judge Leisenring, of Mauch Chunk, 
is president, has 200 coke ovens there, which 
have been ifl operation about a year. Ths 
works give employment to about 100 mou, 
and quite a litt'e town has sprung up, named 
after the president of the company. The 
coal is obtained by means of a shaft, which 
reaches the mine at a di-tanc. of 50) fees 
trom the surface. 

On the morning of the disaster a part of 
the force, who had worked during the night, 
left the mine a litt'e after 3 o'vice*, and 
seventy others took their places, niaking the 
usual morning shift. At about 4.30 o’cinck. 
while the men were digging, suddenly and 
without warning, there occurret eu explo- 
sion that shook the mine in erery apart- 
ment end threw the men into the utmost 
consternation. 

The scene of the explosion was in an apart- 
ment fully 890 feet frum the bottom of t 
shaft and, therefore, about 1,200 feet fro,» 
the opening at the surface; yet the repor 
was heard outside for a considerable di-tanc. 
and the concussion wa: so great that the 
vf the derrick, 100 feet high,was knoched  ~ 

awful scene that ensued amovg .h 
terror-striken miners cannot be described. 
All their lamps were blown out, and they 
were left in kness and confusion. The 
had not time - recover from the shoc 


before they selves unable 
to breathe. The explosion which 
was caused by firedamp, a term 
which miners apply to the light 


carbonated hydrogen, cr coal ga;, that issues 
from crevices in roofs of mines, left the 
mine filled with afterdamp, which contains 
no oxygen, and renders i: impossible for life 
to be sustaineifor aay time. This after- 
damp is densest in the upper part of mines, 
and the men, therefore, congregated near 
the bottom. Buteven hore tLey did not long 
find relief 

Ofail the men who were in the heading 
where the explosion occurred Dick Balsiey 
alone escape i to tell the awfu! story. Wheu 
the explosion came and al! the lights were 
blown ont, was just chaag ing his 
clothing. ® at once wound part of his 
clothes tight:y around his face and mouth 
to keep the foul air from choking him, and 


gave the rest of his garments to his ¢ampan- 
ion, with instructions to take the zams pre- 
cautions. He then started for thé main en- 


trance, bidding his companion to follow. Tigsy 
ran over the bodies of men and over shattered 
wagons, They could see nothing, but could 
hear the groans of dying men. Presently, 
Balsley’s companion protested that they were 
not going in the rizht direction, and turned 
back an y edon uatil 
he finally saw lia ani wastaken out. His 
escape is rega by experienced miners 
as one of the most marvelous on record. He 
says that some of the men kept their beads 
under water as long as they could, and would 
change from water to afterdamp until 
finally they succumbed 

When explosion became knuwn the 
families of the miners gathered about the 
shaftanid awaited developments in breath- 


less suspense. a sto y gave them 
little ground to hope that any of them could 
be got out alive. So us was the 
that it was fully two 
bours before auy volunteers could enter the 
mines. Many were on band realy to make 
asearch, but were unable to doso until al! 
hope of rescu'ng the unfortunates alive had 

It was about 8 o'clock when the first 
body was brought out. it was tnat of 
Micha! Ripke, a Hungarian, whose wife and 
two Jittle children were wailing and weeping 
atthe shaft. His faces bore no marks of 
violence and he had evidently died from suf- 
focation. 

Thework of recovering the bodies then 
went on rapidly, it being done by willia 
volunteers, and at noon nineteen bodies ha 
been carriei out of theshaft. Thecompany’s 
books were then examined and the rol/ called 
It was found that al! the men were accounted 
for. The work proceeded with quietness and 
order, amid tbe subdued sobs and wringing 
of hands of the grief-stricken families. ‘The 
bodies were taken to t! eir homes near by and 
lailout. Nearly every one of the nineteen 
victims left wives and children. Most of 
the dead bore no visible mark of vidlence and 
died from suffocation. 


BISMAROK’S REASONS. 


Why He Returned the Lasker Reso 
lutions, Passed by the Heuse, 


A great breeze wa; created by Bismarck’'s 
return of the resolutions of sympathy with 
the German reichstag and family of the Ger- 
man statesman, Lasker, who died recently in 
New York. These resolutions were introduced 
n Congress by Representative Ochiltres, of 
Texas, and a copy was ordered to bea seut to 
the president of the reichstag and to the 


family of Herr Lasker. Upon their presen- 
tation to Prince Bismarck for trarsmission 
to the president of the reichs' a+ he returned 
them with the following expianation: 

* Any recognition in a foreign country of 
the persona! qualities of a German, especial- 
ly when made by so important a body as the 

ouse Of Representatives, is gratifying to 
our national feelings. I+hould have grate- 
fully the communication made by 
Minister Sargent, and should have asked the 
emperor to empowrr mé to present it to the 
Reichstag, if the resolution had not contained 
au opinion regarding the object and effect of 
Herr Lasker's politica! activity, wich was 
opposed to my convictions. Acvor.ling to my 
ex the political eco.emic develop- 
ment of the German people I cannot recog- 
Bize the opinion as one which events I have 
witnessed would justify. |] should not venture 
to oppose my judgment to the opinion of 
such an illustrious body as the House of 
Representatives if I hai not, by more than 
thirty years’ active participation in th> in- 
ternal po of Germany, gained an expe- 

which justified me in attaching a 
certain value to my juigment in questions 
of home affairs. I cannot determine to ask 
the emperor for the necessary power to com- 
municate the resolution to the Reichstag be-

the facts that our once boundless woods 
are disappearing, and that we are likely 
to suffer no little loss thereby. But it is 
only the few who seem now to have any 
adequate sense of our condition as effected 
by the threatened loss of the trees. Ina 
recent publication, issued by authority 
of one of our Western States for the ex- 
press purpose of attracting settlers from 
European countries, the statistics of its 
great lumber production are elaborately 
set forth, accompanied by the assurance 
that the present enormous consumption of 
trees for this purpose may be continued 
ten or fifteen years longer before the for- 
ests will be destroyed.
